There  were  seven  hundred  (700)  fugitives  from  justice  arrested  in  St. 
Louis  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1925. 

Of  this  number  four  hundred  and  seventy-nine  (479)  were  delivered  to 
authorities  of  other  cities,  and  two  hundred  and  twenty-one  (221)  were  re- 
leased. 

There  were  sixty  (60)  fugitives  from  justice  traced  to  and  arrested  in 
other  cities,  and  returned  to  St.  Louis  for  trial  during  the  fiscal  year  ending

In  addition  to  the  above,  members  of  this  bureau  rendered  much  assistance 
to  local  and  out-of-town  officers  exhibiting  photos  of  criminals  to  victims  of 
robberies,  confidence  games,  pickpockets,  etc.,  for  the  purpose  of  identifica- 
tion; and  also  a  great  number  of  copies  of  photos  of  persons  wanted  for  various 
crimes  were  made;  also  made  a  number  of  photos  of  criminals  previously  on 
file,  but  whose  appearance  was  changed. 

During  the  year  this  bureau  exchanged  photos,  finger  prints,  etc.,  with 
several  state  bureaus,  who  have  on  file  the  records  of  the  whole  state.  Photos 
of  confidence  men,  pickpockets,  sneak  thieves,  etc.,  were  furnished  officers 
from  other  cities  for  use  in  keeping  fairs,  carnivals,  etc.,  clear  of  this  class 
of  crooks. 

The  photographer  and  members  of  this  bureau  also  visited  scenes  of 
homicides,  robberies,  burglaries,  fires,  etc.,  for  the  purpose  of  making  photo- 
graphs of  finger  prints  and  other  objects  that  might  be  used  as  evidence 
before  the  coroner  and  the  courts. 

The  bureau  also  rendered  assistance  to  the  U.  S.  Post  Office  Department, 
U.  S.  Department  of  Justice,  U.  S.  Secret  Service,  U.  S.  Immigration  Depart- 
ment, American  Railway  Express  Co.  and  the  various  railroad  special  agents. 
Also  assisted  St.  Louis  County  authorities  on  different  occasions;  also  assisted 
authorities  in  several  cities  of  Illinois  in  making  photographs,  finger  prints  and 
so  forth.

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The  Traffic  Division 

The  large  and  constant  increase  in  the  number  of  automobiles  has  made  the 
problem  of  making  the  streets  safe  for  both  vehicular  and  pedestrian  traffic 
really  the  most  serious  one  the  department  has  to  contend  with.  The  issue 
of  safety  in  vehicular  traffic  is  vital  and  is  of  the  utmost  concern  to  us  all. 

In  its  endeavor  to  stem  the  tide  of  the  increasing  number  of  accidents 
from  this  source,  the  department  maintains  what  is  known  as  the  Traffic 
Division,  the  personnel  of  which  consists  of  the  following:  Captain  Joseph  A. 
Gerk;  Lieutenant  John  H.  Glassco;  five  sergeants,  three  of  whom  are  assigned 
to  traffic  duty  on  foot  and  two  to  motorcycle  duty;  ninety-eight  patrolmen  and 
twelve  probationary  patrolmen,  of  which  total  seventy-eight  are  assigned  to 
traffic  duty  on  foot  and  thirty-two  to  motorcycle  duty.  These,  with  two 
clerks,  one  stenographer  and  two  utilitymen,  comprise  the  entire  personnel. 

The  offices  of  this  division  are  located  in  rooms  37  and  38,  on  the  third 
floor  of  Police  Headquarters;  the  officers  reporting  for  duty  call  at  various 
district  station  houses  most  conveniently  located  to  their  places  of  assignment. 
Officers  of  the  Motorcycle  Squad  will  occupy  quarters  in  the  new  police  garage 
after  its  completion. 

Practically  the  entire  time  and  energy  of  these  officers,  while  on  duty, 
is  devoted  to  directing  traffic  at  busy  .intersections,  and  maintaining  traffic 
discipline  on  the  highways  in  order  that  the  public  may  use  them  with  safety. 
Inasmuch  as  the  reputation  of  the  department  for  good  service  is  largely  in 
the  keeping  of  these  officers,  the  department  tries  to  select  them  for  their 
alertness,  efficiency  and  for  their  courtesy  to  the  public,  with  whom  they  are 
constantly  in  contact.  They  are  given  special  instructions  in  this  class  of 
duty,  so  that  they  may  satisfactorily  meet  and  handle  emergencies.  They 
are  also  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  public  is  human,  and  that  autocracy 
on  their  part  will  not  be  tolerated. 

The  activity  of  this  division  will  be  appreciated  when  it  is  considered 
that  sixty-five  per  cent  of  the  cases  tried  in  both  city  courts  during  the  past 
calendar  year  were  traffic  cases.  In  addition  to  these  approximately  three 
thousand  complaints  against  drivers  were  disposed  of  by  courteously  caution- 
ing them  to  the  end  of  obtaining  their  co-operation  in  bringing  about  a  re- 
duction in  the  number  of  accidents. 

While  it  is  impossible  to  determine  the  exact  number  of  officers  required 
to  effectively  cope  with  this  problem,  it  is  conceded  that  the  number  assigned 
to  this  duty  at  present  is  inadequate.  This  shortage  of  manpower  has  been 
somewhat  relieved,  however,  by  the  installation  of  additional  mechanical 
signaling  devices,  of  which  a  total  of  seventy-three  are  now  in  operation. 
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OFFICE  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  POLICE 

Prior  to  August  9,  1921,  the  office  of  Judge-Advocate  and  Investigator  was 
affiliated  with  the  old  Bureau  of  Efficiency;  however,  on  this  date  the  Board 
of  Police  Commissioners  ordered  that  such  duties  as  were  pertinent  to  that 
office  be  continued  under  the  direction  of  the  Inspector  of  Police,  whose  super- 
vision has  supplanted  that  of  the  former  Judge-Advocate  and  Investigator,  as 
well  as  the  management  of  the  Bureau  of  Efficiency  with  equal  propriety. 

The  following  personnel  constitutes  the  office  of  the  Inspector  of  Police: 

1  Inspector  of  Police  4  Patrolmen 

2  Field  Captains  1  Uniform  Inspector 

1  Detective  Sergeant  1  Special  Investigator 

1  Instructor  of  Police  1  Stenographer 

2  Detectives 

The  matters  handled  by  the  office  of  the  Inspector  of  Police  increase  each 
month,  for,  as  a  rule,  whenever  changes  are  made  in  other  branches  of  the  de- 
partment which  institute  jurisdiction  of  a  department  head,  as  well  as  various 
incidentals  that  are  affected  and  are  once  temporary,  result  in  the  acquisition 
of  another  detail  to  be  regulated  by  the  office  of  the  Inspector. 

Changes  in  the  Municipal  Code  necessitates  the  revision  of  court  com- 
plaint blanks  used  in  the  department,  the  engrossment  thereof  being  handled  by 
the  Inspector's  office.  During  the  fiscal  year  thousands  of  court  complaints 
have  been  destroyed  due  to  the  changes  made  in  the  traffic  laws.  This  alone 
constituted  a  technical  problem  and  one  not  to  be  procrastinated. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  and  most  pronounced  function  of  the  office  of  In- 
spector of  Police  is  to  adjudicate  the  matter  of  complaints  lodged  against 
members  of  the  department,  which  are  manifold  and  diversified,  some  being 
of  a  trivial  nature,  but,  nevertheless,  causing  the  office  to  act  as  a  clearing 
house  for  every  matter  concerning  the  ineffectiveness  of  a  civilian  employe 
or  the  misconduct  of  one  of  the  rank  and  file,  each  case  necessitating  a  report 
to  the  Chief  of  Police,  making  recommendations  for  his  information  and 
guidance  of  the  Board. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  routine  of  the  office,  tours  of  inspection  are 
regularly  made  of  the  various  districts  by  the  Inspector  of  Police,  reporting 
his  observations  to  the  Chief  of  Police  with  recommendations,  and,  on  orders, 
prepares  all  charges,  subpoenaes,  etc.,  fixes  dates  of  trials,  and  prosecutes 
such  charges  before  the  Board,  the  proceedings  of  which  are  reported  by  tne 
Inspector's  stenographer. 

Applications  for  permission  to  retain  gifts;  apply  for  rewards,  file  suit, 
emplov  counsel,  sick  time  allowances,  retain  presents,  rewards,  etc.,  are  also 
reported  on  by  the  Inspector  of  Police  after  a  careful  investigation  has  been 
made  in  each  instance.

The  Field  Captains  make  special  investigations,  etc.,  at  the  direction  ot 
the  Inspector  of  Police,  and  accompany  the  Inspector  on  inspections,  tours, 
examinations  and  other  details.  The  Captains  are  assisted  at  all  times  by 
detectives,  and  work  on  a  two-platoon  system,  providing  a  Field  Captain  and 
his  crew  on  duty  practically  at  all  hours. 

The  Inspector  of  Police  analyzes  the  eligibility  of  applicants  who  seek 
appointment  as  probationary  patrolmen,  and  after  concurrent  inspection  of 
the  applicants  by  the  Board,  supervises  the  examinations,  as  well  as  the  making 
of  an  investigation  regarding  each  applicant's  character.  Every  appointee  is 
committed  to  thirty  days'  drilling  on  matters  they  will  face  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  before  being  assigned  to  any  regular  police  duty. 

The  Instructor  of  Police  also  investigates  the  eligibility  of  applicants  who 
seek  licenses  as  private  watchmen. 

The  Drillmaster  officiates  as  offijcer  in  charge,  and  arranges  all  escorts 
to  dignitaries,  reviews,  parades,  funerals,  etc.,  as  well  as  dividing  the  rank  and 
file  into  a  Drill  Corps,  consisting  of  Companies  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  G  and  I; 
Zouaves,  Color  Squad  and  Machine  Gun  Detachment.  Each  company  drills, 
weekly  for  a  period  during  each  year  at  the  First  Regiment  Armory.  Com- 
pany "I"  is  composed  entirely  of  veterans  of  the  World  War  and  is  especially 
drilled  in  the  use  of  the  riot  gun,  and  can  be  mobilized  for  riot  duty  at  a 
moment's  notice.  The  zouaves  act  as  display  company  on  formal  occasions, 
the  notable  affair  during  the  fiscal  year  being  the  Annual  Police  Parade,  Re- 
view and  Inspection  by  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  accompanied  by  State 
and  city  officials.  The  Drillmaster  also  directs  the  activities  of  the  officers 
during  the  annual  revolver  practice,  at  which  time  each  officer  competes  for 
the  Commissioner's  gold  marksmanship  medal  by  firing  20  shots,  double 
action,  at  rapid  fire  on  a  reduced  target,  conforming  to  the  official  A-N  target 
used  by  the  United  States  Army  and  Navy  for  quick  shooting.  Altogether  there 
were  53,300  cartridges  used  for  the  official  shoot,  all  being  reloaded  by  the 
Drillmaster  for  future  use. 

The  Uniform  Inspector,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector,  holds  a 
general  inspection  twice  yearly  of  all  winter  and  summer  uniforms,  gloves, 
leggings,  hats,  caps  or  helmets,  etc.,  at  which  time  all  equipment  not  of  the 
regulation  style  is  ordered  replaced  by  paraphernalia  to  comply  with  the 
regular  specifications,  as  the  Inspector  is  wholly  responsible  for  the  general 
appearance  of  the  uniformed  rank  and  file  of  the  department.  The  Uniform 
Inspector  also  conducts  such  other  inspections  as  the  exigency  of  the  service 
may  from  time  to  time  require,  and  investigates  all  claims  for  uniform  and 
equipment  damages  caused  in  the  discharge  of  police  duty,  arbitrating  the 
matter  with  those  concerned,  and  makes  recommendation  for  the  guidance  of 
the  Board.  He  also  delineates  the  specifications  as  to  quality,  workmanship, 
style,  etc.,  of  the  uniforms  purchased  for  the  use  of  members  of  the  depart- 
ment. He  also  officiates  as  sergeant-at-arms  in  the  preservation  of  order  and 
decorum  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  and  during 
all  trials  prosecuted  before  the  Board.  A  clipping  bureau  is  maintained  by 
him,  in  which  are  preserved  clippings  from  local  metropolitan  papers  bearing 
on  police  activity  and  otherwise. 
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THE  POLICE  JOURNAL 

The  Police  Journal  began  the  fourteenth  year  of  its  existence  with  the 
issue  of  April  1,  1925.  The  main  reason  for  the  publication  of  a  weekly  news- 
paper of  its  kind  in  the  Police  Department  is  to  keep  the  personnel  of  the, 
force  thoroughly  informed  of  pertinent  matters  pertaining  to  their  work,  and 
in  that  manner  help  to  weld  the  organization  into  a  harmonious  and  more 
effective  unit  for  the  prevention  and  eradication  of  crime  in  this  community. 

That  the  publication  of  the  Journal  has  helped  very  materially  to  make 
the  work  of  the  officers  more  efficient,  and  the  results  achieved  thereby  more 
beneficial  in  every  way  to  the  citizens  of  St.  Louis,  no  one  can  consistently 
deny  who  is  in  a  fair  position  to  judge  of  the  workings  of  the  department,  and 
of  the  service  given  by  the  force  as  a  whole  during  the  past  thirteen  years. 

The  Journal  has  always  believed  in  boosting  the  department  whenever  the 
occasion  warranted  such  a  course.  It  has  always  endeavored  to  give  full  credit 
to  all  officers  who  make  arrests  which  stand  out  above  the  ordinary,  everyday 
routine  of  police  activity.  It  has  encouraged  the  men  by  this  publicity,  and  is 
always  pleased  to  chronicle  splendid  work  on  the  part  of  officers  of  the  force, 
believing  that  in  so  doing  it  is  helping  to  create  a  desire  on  the  part  of  other 
officers  to  do  likewise. 

Officers  of  the  law  are  just  the  same  as  other  citizens  and,  like  others, 
a  word  of  praise  for  duty  well  done  is  not  out  of  place,  as  it  makes  them  feel 
•  that  their  efforts  to  give  the  department  the  benefit  of  the  best  that  is  in  them 
is  duly  appreciated. 

The  slogan  of  the  department,  "Efficient  Police  Make  a  City  of  Peace," 
which  was  donated  by  Mr.  G.  H.  Palin  of  New  York  City  in  1924,  for  use  of 
the  Police  Journal,  is  being  lived  up  to  in  a  manner  that  is  most  convincing 
to  those  who  are  aware  of  the  great  handicaps  under  which  a  police  depart- 
ment functions.  That  the  officers  of  the  department  are  not  forgetting  this 
slogan  is  evidenced  by  their  splendid  work  in  preventing  crime  and  in  arrest- 
ing violators  after  offenses  against  the  law  have  been,  committed. 

The  contents  of  the  Journal  have  always  been  made  as  interesting  and 
instructive  to  members  of  the  department  as  possible.  As  the  official  organ  of 
the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  and  Police  Department  the  Journal  pub- 
lishes the  weekly  proceedings  of  the  Board,  formal  orders  of  the  Chief  of 
Police,  city  ordinances  affecting  police  work,  all  warrants  issued  for  arrests 
covering  other  than  minor  offenses,  and  other  items  of  general  interest  to  the 
force. 

It  has  a  mailing  list  which  includes  police  departments  of  other  cities, 
public  libraries,  sociological  organizations  and  reputable  citizens  who  are  in- 
tensely interested  in  police  work.  So  far  as  known  it  is  the  only  weekly  news- 
paper of  its  kind  in  the  world.  It  is  issued  gratis  to  members  of  the  depart- 
ment and  others  who  have  need  for  a  publication  of  this  character. 
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POLICE  BAND 

The  Police  Band,  an  organization  of  35  musicians,  bandmaster  and  drum  major, 
organized  in  September,  1921,  with  a  personnel  of  17  members,  has  since  developed 
into  a  musical  organization  second  to  none  in  the  city.  The  uniforms  and  instru- 
ments are  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  each  member  of  the 
organization  being  responsible  for  the  uniform  and  instrument  he  plays.  The 
officers  of  the  band  are  as  follows:

Lieutenant  William  L.  Henry,   Eleventh  District,  vice-president. 
Patrolman  Fred  H.  Windmoeller,  Central  District,  assistant  leader. 
Lieutenant  James  J.  Moran,  Third  District,  drum  major. 
Sergeant  Michael  Josias,  Twelfth  District,  secretary  and  librarian. 
Patrolman  Edward  H.  Schlewing,  Traffic  Division,  flag  bearer. 
Patrolman  Henry  Bruns,  Traffic  Division,  banner  bearer. 

Professor  Henry  J.  Falkenhainer,  one  of  the  most  capable  band  leaders  in  the 
city,  and  a  member  of  the  St.  Louis  Symphony  Orchestra,  is  bandmaster  and 
instructor,  and  through  his  untiring  efforts  the  Police  Band  has  developed  into  one 
of  the  best  musical  organizations  of  its  kind  in  the  country. 

Rehearsals  are  held  each  Wednesday  at  the  Eighth  District  Station  from  2  to  5 
p.  m.  The  band  always  attends  the  funerals  of  deceased  officers,  except  in  instances 
where  the  families  of  the  deceased  do  not  desire  the  services  of  the  band,  which  has 
been  only  on  one  or  two  occasions.

The  fourteen  district  stations  are  each  equipped  with  common  battery  switch- 
boards, with  approved  storage  battery  and  battery  charging  equipment;  also  with 
automatic  flashing  device  for  flashing  the  red  signal  light,  with  which  each  of  the 
patrol  boxes  is  equipped. 

Connected  with  Police  Headquarters  switchboard,  located  in  Police  Headquarters 
Building,  are  trunk  lines  to  each  of  the  fourteen  district  station  switchboards. 

Connected  with  each  district  station  are  trunk  lines  to  the  adjoining  district 
switchboards.  In  the  event  that  the  Headquarters  switchboard  direct  trunk  line  to 
a  district  station  should  be  out  of  order,  the  Headquarters  operator  may  connect 
with  the  disabled  district  through  the  adjoining  district,  and  may  in  such  manner 
give  satisfactory  service  until  the  direct  trunk  line  is  repaired. 

Connected  with  the  department  switchboards  are  736  telephones,  615  of  these 
being  in  patrol  boxes,  also  a  like  nuimber  of  red  signal  flashlights. 

During  the  year  four  additional  patrol  boxes,  equipped  with  recall  flashlights, 
have  been  adde*d.  The  recall  flashing  is  effected  by  employing  the  125-volt  lighting 
current,  properly  regulated  by  transformers  located  in  the  patrol  boxes,  the  flashing 
being  done  over  the  telephone  talking  circuit. 

Necessary  new  work,  repairs  and  general  maintenance  of  the  police  telephone, 
patrol  and  flashlight  service,  has  been  given  prompt  and  courteous  attention  by  the 
Fire  and  Police  Telegraph  Department. 

The  City  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Branch  has  also  cheerfully  responded  to  re- 
quests for  new  work,  materials  and  repairs.
